Editor’s Note. The Old Man in this paper is ‘Practical Wisdom.” 
You can test yourself on certain of your practices in dealing with your 
pupils. This is a mental-hygiene paper. It emphasizes one of the funda- 
mental lessons of mental hygiene — always look at a common problem 
or a common situation from the point of view of the other fellow. 


Old Man sat meditatively his study, great 
clouds blue smoke from his pipe eddying 
around the table lamp and drifting upward toward 
the towering shelves books which lined the fume-laden 
room. Lying back his armchair gazed the volumes 
which had become his precious friends. One shelfful, 
noticed, showed signs continued use. They were his 
books pedagogy Dewey, Pestalozzi, psychology, 
method, St. Thomas, intelligence quotient, character 
formation, inhibitions, expression, Cooley, Fitzpatrick, 
mental hygiene the names and terms came tumbling 
through his mind. had read great deal about educa- 
tion, every book could get his hands on. 

Most the authors knew whereof they wrote, ad- 
mitted himself. There was one point, however, which 
many them did not stress sufficiently and was im- 
portant. Most education, felt, laid too 
much emphasis how mold the student not enough 
molding the teacher. The Old Man squirmed impa- 
tiently his chair. That was general fault modern 
education, suddenly decided. The normal-school stu- 
dent constantly had his mind directed toward the pupil 
much the same manner that medical novice in- 
structed look upon guinea pig. There was too much 
stress placed upon the external technique the teacher 
rather than the subjective control the pedagog. 

“We teachers,” said, “should not merely con- 
veyors information but molders character. 
criticize and correct textbooks forgetting, meanwhile, that 
each one textbook. How can the student study 
our character pages are blank if, like the text- 
books the last century, try teach showing 
the pupil what not do?” 

What word would sum the one great requisite for 
the teacher-character? Was patience? Certainly 
teacher had patient. “Try, try again” was meant 
for instructors well for others. Was not the Book 
Proverbs which said “The learning man known 
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was true that patience the Old Man had become 
teacher renown. had learned not despair when 
pupil failed grasp explanation. some- 
thing wrong with the teacher,” had said, smiling, 
himself. 

But patience was not enough, thought, re- 
called his years classroom activity; kindness was 
necessary, too. had known many instances 
sarcastic tongue doing great harm the soul an- 
other. easy let the brilliant quip dart out; 
requires much greater character forego its use. his 
own childhood, teacher had made him stand before 
the class and receive unmerciful lashing, not with 
cat-o’-nine-tails (that was prohibited law) but with 
the stinging barb sarcastic tongue. Another irate 
instructor had hit him the palm the hand with 
ruler which had torn into the flesh; that wound had 
healed without scar, but the cut the verbal chastise- 
ment had seared its way deep into his soul and even now, 
long years later, hurt him when touched the wound 
with the finger memory. 

had taught pupils who had been stubborn and 
antagonistic but had always managed win them over. 
remembered that once, inadvertently, had offended 
student during class and the lad registered an- 
tagonism with pouty lips and dark scowls. The Old Man’s 
first instinct had been obligate the student recite, 
fight out with him, were, before the class, but 
experience had taught him better way. ignored the 
youth completely and the bell announced the end 
the period, summoned the stubborn one the pro- 
fessor’s rostrum. The boy advanced with metaphorical 
chip his shoulder. 

“Aren’t you feeling well?”, the Old Man had asked 
kindly and before the surprised boy could regain his 
composure, continued, noticed class that you looked 
though you were ill. sure now that you take care 
yourself because I’d hate have you get sick.” The 
student had thanked the professor most ardently for his 
inquiry and had left the classroom beaming with friend- 
ship for the teacher. 

recalled this point that had used encourage- 
ment far more than correction. After had showed the

lives,” often remarked, not inspiring

the other hand, the Old Man hastened assure 
himself, had not been Pollyanna. had used 
correction whenever was needed, changing the adage 
read correction time saves placed the 
correction ante factum instead post factum. re- 
called one class high-school youths who had reputa- 
tion for being noisy and inattentive during class. Other 
teachers usually had closed the class with panegyric 
the necessity paying attention. Customarily the 
students left the classroom with words correction and 
threat crowding out from their memories the scholastic 
instructions which had been given. 

The Old Man had used different method. When cer- 
tain abuses appeared creeping into class bided 
his time and finished that day, tired, but self-control. 
was the beginning the following day’s class that 
took steps correct the evil. few well-chosen words 
before books were opened reminded the students their 
obligations time when they could make use the 
advice. The plan invariably resulted improvement. 

Correction had given with restraint, insisted. 
Students never respect superior who loses control 
himself. The Old Man never grew angry breach 
discipline, rather always manifested disappointment 
over the apparent fact that the student had not measured 
the teacher’s fine opinion him. 

firmly believed, too, that the author the proverb 
“Silence golden” must have been good teacher. Very 
frequently the Old Man had used silence most elo- 
quent rebuke, entering noisy and disordered room, 
standing there all his majesty and looking solemnly, 
complete silence, the offenders. stop chatting 
class would break off his discourse abruptly, main- 
tain absolute silence for brief period and then con- 
tinue dignified manner. had heard, later, that 
the students had remarked, “If the Old Man would only 
say something; it’s terrible when just looks and 
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imagine thinking all kinds things about us.” 

However, good teacher, added himself, seldom 
had disturbances his class because worked keep 
the studenis’ interest aroused. general distraction 
overtook the class spite the professor’s effort 
maintain order, the Old Man had learned long ago how 
unwise was fight such disturbance. Once loud- 
voiced peddler had started shout his wares outside the 
classroom windows most inopportune moment, com- 
pletely upsetting the class’s trend thought. Most the 
students laughed and rather than pit himself against 
the intruder, the Old Man stopped his talk, had good 
laugh with his boys and then resumed the discussion 
the noisy individual turned the corner into the next 
street. Thus avoided the element conflict between 
his mind and that the students. 

One quality which the Old Man had tried develop 
himself and which, found, had endeared him 
his students, was strict adherence the virtue jus- 
tice. knew that his reputation square 
had done much gain following among his students. 
knew that could not insist the students being 
time himself were habitually tardy for his classes. 
corrections always gave the offender credit for hav- 
ing good intentions, unless the student, repeated of- 
fenses, proved the opposite; under which circumstance 
the Old Man was certain point out the fact that 
had been “square” with the culprit but had met with 
response. ever had make public correction 
always obliged the student admit that the Old Man 
had corrected him several times private spare the 
student humiliation and now was being driven public 
rebuke. 

avoided false accusations. realized that “things 
are not always what they seem.” Instead asking 
student why was such and such room par- 
ticular hour and thus lay himself open receiving the 
teply had permission would place 
his query thus, “Did you have permission such 
and such room that particular hour?” the an- 
swer was the affirmative would continue, felt 
that probably you had permission, but, course, you 
understand, had make certain.” 

The Old Man recalled, too, had always realized 
that what might seem trivial mature mind could 
easily great importance youngster. silly 
little “show” even recitation might only in- 
cident the teacher’s life, but could important 
York might prima donna. had always tried 
respect that fact. 

reviewed these reflections his own methods 
education wondered there was not some simple 
phrase with which could sum his whole plan. 

guess,” said himself, “it all resolves itself 
into the fact that have never forgotten days 
pupil, grade school, high school, and during the 
subsequent years. could all keep the viewpoint 
the student and recall our own school-day 
should not need any more books pedagogy, perhaps 
ought say, could make better use the books 
have. have never forgotten what pupil, 
thought teacher ought be. teachers need not 
more methods but more virtues. guess little more 
meditation patience, iustice and charity would im- 
prove all. need the kind person should 
like our students become.”

Fundamental Principles 


purpose the present outline suggest 
though neither definitively nor exhaustively cer- 


tain attitudes and practices which seem likely 
foster Catholic culture high school and college. 
directed toward combating the influence contemporary 
naturalism and indifferentism upon students, but more 
particularly toward developing the positive aspects 
religion. These suggestions are not offered the ex- 
pectation that they can realized, even partially, with- 
out considerable difficulty. Since, however, the chief justi- 
fication for the existence Catholic schools the de- 
velopment definitely Catholic culture, the measure 
the lines suggested would seem the measure the 
efficiency Catholic education. 

Culture may defined that formation and refine- 
ment mind and character which results from in- 
duction into the highest intellectual, social, esthetic, 
moral, and spiritual experience mankind. The dis- 
tinguishing mark Catholic culture that evaluates 
all human experiences the complete perspective fur- 
nished revelation, and that gives due prominence 
those cultural achievements which, since they include 
both the natural and the supernatural, are re- 
garded, ceteris paribus, the most perfect human ac- 
complishments. 

clarify this definition, Catholic culture may con- 
sidered from four points view: 

Viewed from its source, Catholic culture that 
mode habit life which results from the fullest 
expansion man’s faculties accordance with and 
guided the principles and ideals Christ. 

tradition, Catholic culture the gradual and 
harmonious development man’s interests and 
achievements under the inspiration Christianity, 
typically embodied, for instance, the educa- 
tive and artistic attainments the Middle Ages, 
and the Christiana the Christian 
Renaissance. 

its component elements Catholic culture that 
formation man’s faculties under the guiding -in- 
fluence faith and grace that will best fit him 
evaluate rightly and appreciate fully the most 
perfect human ideals and achievements. 

Finally, from the point view its end and aim, 
Catholic culture has its objective the develop- 
ment “the supernatural man who thinks, judges, 
and acts constantly and consistently accordance 
with right reason illumined the supernatural 
light the example and teaching Christ” (Ency. 
Divini and, the social complement this, 
conscious Catholic solidarism.

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than-natural, namely supernatural, principles and ideals 
which must communicated and apprehended and 
appropriated the student; secondly, that with the 
communication and apprehension these principles and 
ideals formed the student definite attitude mind 
and perspective for viewing the multiple phases and 
problems life; thirdly, that mind formed these 
supernatural principles and ideals will see life all its 
relations, those between the natural and the super- 
natural, between God and man, the soul and the body, 
the individual and society, the nation, the Church and 
the State, etc., and will not only see these relations but 
will view them their proper gradation values, esteem- 
ing the supernatural more than the natural, but withal 
not belittling the natural; esteeming the eternal above 
the temporal, without the same time scorning the 
temporal. word, such student, product the 
Catholic college, will have what may called Cath- 
olic attitude mind; that is, mind stamped with the 
principles and standards Christ; mind that sen- 
sitive these principles, savors them, and looks at, 
interprets, and evaluates everything their light. 


II. Qualities the Teacher 

Fundamental the Realization These Aims Are 
Certain Qualities the Teacher, Those, of: 

The apostle: deep conviction the apostolic na- 
ture his vocation, and the importance his own life 
and example the development once 
neither timid nor ostentatious manifesting his entire 
consecration the interests God and the Church. 
That this quality may and should found both 
religious and lay members the faculty evident from 
the words the present Holy Father when expressed 
his “consolation and gratitude seeing, side side 
with religious men and women engaged teaching, vast 
numbers excellent lay teachers, powerful for the 
apostolate Catholic action.” 

The student: not necessarily but man 
who can command intellectual respect his mastery 
his own branch learning, and his concern and ap- 
preciation for intellectual life general. 

The gentleman: not only free from any affectation 
rudeness, but distinguished, much possible, 
courtesy, tact, and kindliness. 


General Attitudes and Objectives 


Since education aims open the human mind 
the most perfect possible view the realities exist- 
ence, the supernatural should receive the emphasis due 
the highest goal interest and endeavor. Accordingly, 
the content courses, the fact the supernatural 
should proportionately stressed, and proposing 
motives for action, ought dominate the ultimate 
and most real. 

working toward the supernatural, should 
There is very great need in the Catholic universities, as distinct from 


colleges of liberal arts, of genuine scholars who can command the respect 
non-Catholic scholars their own fields. 
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recognized that the supernatural life built upon the 
natural. Hence natural motives may very effectively 
urged reinforce supernatural motives. 

The application Catholic teaching op- 
posed mere dilettantism must guiding princi- 
ple for the teacher, and consequently should en- 
deavor train students relate the facts and theory 
the classroom current problems, literary, social, 
political, etc. 

influencing the attitude students their environ- 
ment, the “high-living” ideal, set up, for example, 
the movies, needs counteracted “demonetiza- 
tion” which will teach them the greater value the 
things the mind and the soul. 


IV. the Classroom 


The Curriculum 

Religion should the key-subject the program 
studies. attempt overcome the 
sin conscience” characteristic many Catholics 
should made stressing the positive side 
religion supernatural life, the Sacrifice 
the Mass, devotion the Mother God, etc., 
all centered the Person and Heart Christ 
presented the New Testament and studied the 
Spiritual Exercises St. Ignatius. 

Literature. Suitable, though 
prominence should given the Catholic con- 
tribution the classics (Fathers, hymns) and the 
modern literatures. vindicate the supernatural 
the completion and fulfillment the natural, 
the “natural Christianity” all great human art 
might pointed out, well the incomplete- 
ness its attainments this direction. 

History. with literature, due emphasis should 
given Catholic figures and achievements. 
Are the “great thousand years” medieval civil- 
ization sufficiently treated our schools? 

Science and mathematics. The common difficulties 
against faith which arise connection with science 
should dispassionately cleared they oc- 
cur, and while attempt should made 
these branches, occasional allu- 
sions the Creative Wisdom are altogether 
place. 

Civics and the social sciences. these particu- 
larly, stress placed upon the ideal the 
Social Reign Christ, through the application 
His principles current economic and political 
problems. Students ought introduced the 
encyclicals Leo XIII and Pius XI. The foster- 
ing this Christian social-mindedness, however, 
should not confined the social sciences; 
philosophy and the humanities especially may 
related the establishment the active dominion 
Christ the minds and lives men. 

Other Points Classroom Technique 

Students should led appreciate seriously their 
opportunities and responsibilities; this end, 
they ought taught how work effectively, 
and accomplishment proportionate 
abilities should required them. 

classwork and examinations especially 
recommended. Teachers would well work 
toward some practical adaptation the honor 
system, order that worthy students may not 
deprived the training that comes from being 
put upon their own responsibility. 
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much desired that classroom prayers 
always vital reminder the supernatural 
world, and this might promoted not only 
reverence reciting them, but also, perhaps, 
some variety the prayers recited. 

The difficult problem Catholic textbooks ought 
object serious thought, but full 
treatment the question beyond the scope 
the present paper. 

Students should stimulated read Catholic 
books, pamphlets, and periodicals, and, feasi- 
ble, even acquire permanent collection their 
own. The books brought their attention might 
include not only Catholic treatments literature, 
history, etc., but also definitely religious works, 
though with special care the choice the latter. 


Outside the Classroom 


greatly desired that the formation begun 
the classroom supplemented suitable personal 
interest and contact between teacher and student outside 
class. 

Such occasions might used keep before the stu- 
dents the supernatural view things frank but 
tactful recognition the place the Divine Realities 
life. 

Individual teachers should co-operate every possible 
way make the school’s religious services living force 
and abiding inspiration. The impressive possibilities 
the Church’s liturgy might receive careful thought 
(use the Missal, building tradition for frequent 
Holy Communion). 

Teachers might assist the vocational guidance 
students not only prudently fostering interests the 
priesthood and religious life, but also making clear 
that every other legitimate calling may true voca- 
tion, with opportunities and responsibilities for the serv- 
ice God and man. 

The Sodality ought practical school Cath- 
olic Action, that is, Catholic activity, along the lines 
indicated The Queen’s Work Sodality program and 
the “Four-Loyalties” plan the Chicago CISCA. 

Extracurricular activities may made excellent fields 
for the development the Catholic spirit, for example, 
articles and general tone publications, debates prob- 
lems involving Christian social and political theory, etc. 

Athletics are recognized forming part the 
student’s training; consequently, anything variance 
with Catholic ideals sportsmanship and honor must 
carefully repressed especially the tendency make 
games end themselves without reference the wel- 
fare the participants and the school. 

attempt might made render school buildings 
more influence for Catholic gentlemanliness, for 
example, some care interior appointments, 
decorating the walls with good prints the masterpieces 
Christian art, etc.

The speaker was one the most brilliant students 
the freshman class; the speech, the surprising type 
which makes one think. All thoughts the educational 
world today lead psychology educational psy- 
chology, somewhat vogue among teachers the 
present time. The point is, are satisfied regard 
educational psychology novelty are making 
conscious effort make work for solving our 
problems? 

There are two possible solutions this situation. 
Courses practical applications educational psy- 
chology may given during summer sessions teach- 
ers actually engaged the elementary junior high 
school during the school year; such teachers may dis- 
cuss points applied psychology for the benefit other 
teachers, through educational magazines. The latter sug- 
gestion, less satisfactory just because one-sided, 
more feasible the present time. 


The Adolescent 


The first point considered is: what fresh- 
man? adolescent, yes but understand thoroughly 
the adolescent girl must consider her the exponent 
the particular period when the individual undergo- 
ing the most radical transition which 
the sum total the physical, neural, mental, and moral 
changes. She has left childhood behind her, and has not 
yet attained the maturity womanhood. Rapid phys- 
ical development has had marked effect upon her 
nervous system. She unstable, emotional, and craves 
change. Mentally, she entering upon entirely new 
field studies, constantly being called upon make 
new adjustments. Morally, she bewildered problems 
hitherto unknown her. All these factors produce the 
unstable being term the freshman. 

What sort effect does each these factors, far 
they can treated singly, have upon the character 
the freshman? The physical development commonly pro- 
duces either great lassitude intense activity. The 
teacher, either case, has grave responsibility ap- 
plying her psychology fit the needs the two groups. 
She realizes the fact, perhaps, that certain learning 
activity possesses value which justifies the effort put 
forth for its attainment her zeal attain her goal 
she keeps the class always tiptoe.” The result 
sad one such teacher comes contact with either 
the two types mentioned above. This procedure may 
effect the pupil afflicted with lassitude attitude 
utter discouragement toward all study because she 
physically unfit meet the goals set such teacher. 
The child whose adolescence arouses her great ac- 
tivity will, her desire attain these goals, work be- 
yond her bedtime, and beyond her physical capacity 
meet and even surpass the goals set the teacher. The 
latter may say: “The parents should have sense enough 


ISTER, freshman’s troubles never cease? I’ve 
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send her bed.” Perhaps but anyone who has tried 
deal this way with such child, will find herself 
perplexed whether the physical the nervous strain 
resulting from such procedure has the more harmful 


effect. 
The Teacher’s Problems 


Severe changes the physical development always 
affect the neural adjustments individual. One strik- 
ing effect this physical growth upon those children 
affected with lassitude supersensitiveness, usually found 
children who are large for their age. general, their 
poor scholastic work results inferiority complex. 
compensate for this supposed inferiority, they as- 
sume nonchalant attitude toward study. What 
done with such pupils? The teacher who unites her 
common sense with her psychology aware two ob- 
vious points attack. First, she must appear ignorant 
the apparent sophistication the girl question. 
The word apparent used advisedly here because 
ordinarily the child’s unsophistication that makes her as- 
sume role sophistication. problem, such that 
cosmetics, should handled impersonal way, 
suggesting that the child not measuring the 
standards the school. Public opinion, asserted 
the student body, will take care the rest. the other 
hand, the inferiority complex the teacher’s own task. 
The first step find something which child hav- 
ing this complex can equal surpass her classmates. 
These apparently slow children frequently can marvel- 
ous art-craft work requiring tactual deftness well 
mental alertness and sustained application. Once child 
has succeeded enterprise this type, easy 
point out that the same amount mental application 
will cause her succeed her studies. 

The making adjustments fit the neural needs 
the student whose adolescence has aroused her great 
activity problem balance. Work, provided 
widely distributed. never hurts anyone. The child this 
type enters into her activities with such vim that every- 
thing becomes work her, the sense that the strain 
upon her nervous system severe. balance this strain, 
the child should have her study time limited the 
academic hour for the preparation each her 
“solids”; the rest her time should apportioned 
sanely among social activities, sports, craft work, house- 
hold tasks, recreative and cultural reading, ‘and the de- 
velopment hobbies. Variety the keynote that must 
underlie this question balance. 


Mental Adjustments 


There remains for our consideration the subject 
mental adjustments inseparable from the problems 
the high-school freshman. Most girls coming from the 
elementary school have been accustomed one-teacher 
and one-classroom situation, situation which resulted 
closer contact with the teacher than usual high 
school. Since the child was required adapt herself 
but one teacher grammar school, her incipient in- 
stability was unnoticed. But when she begins high school, 
parents wonder that Jane, who did well last year, 
appears doing mediocre poor work now. 
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Just what does the high school offer the child this 
critical time? Departmental work! Instead one teacher, 
several teachers; three four classrooms take the place 
the homelike situation one classroom; place 
several interrelated subjects, thrust upon them four 
more less unrelated solids. fine, cast them into 
environment different from that which they are 
accustomed that many these litttle girls are bewildered. 

However, not the curriculum, the organization, 
which fault. The remedy has with factors 
environment the classroom, and the teacher. 

The classroom must pleasant place, place where 
girls will love work. picture here, plant there, 
newspaper clipping, poster illustrating some point 
pertinent interest, mean much pupil. Indeed, there 
doubt that the room reflects the teacher’s per- 
sonality essential factor her ability. 


Reduce Departmentalization 


Then there the teacher herself. every Catholic 
high school the homeroom teacher taught two subjects, 
besides religion, her own class, much good would 
effected. Pupils would have fewer personalities which 
adjust themselves, thus making the introduction into 
departmental work more gradual. This arrangement would 
engender better acquaintance and therefore better under- 
standing the part both teacher and pupil. The 
teacher would personally benefit this closer contact 
with her pupils. would tend broaden her under- 
standing and enlarge her sympathy. She would realize 
that the history lesson for instance, was failure be- 
cause was too difficult for the young, unaccustomed 
minds the children; that while fifteen problems 
algebra seemed her moderate assignment, the in- 
experience the child required much longer time 
work them than the adult mind had believed. The high- 
school pupil who has spent forty minutes the prepara- 
tion each four solids has spent approximately three 
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hours study. Dare any child spend more 
time than this schoolwork? 

Finally, the freshman’s moral concepts are undergoing 
radical change. This the strongest argument for the 
Catholic high-school teacher’s meeting her students of- 
tener, and consequently knowing them better. Many 
our Catholic mothers realize the necessity wise counsel 
and religious home instruction. Plus sound Catholic- 
school education, this home influence produces the best 
type high-school girl. But there are less fortunate 
children, who, lacking proper home environment, are de- 
pendent upon the teacher for the formation correct 
moral concepts. What teacher can become well enough 
acquainted with girl this type she meets the pupils 
only once day? the other hand, the teacher meets 
the class three times day, how much more reasonable 
expect her influence fructify!

Education Rev. George Dennerle 


Editor’s Note. Here is another helpful article by Father Dennerle. It 
summarizes in a simplified form much of the best experience on story- 
telling. indicates what have forgotten and are likely forget, the 
very great importance of the story in the education of children in the 
elementary school. Attention is especially called to the German Bishops’ 
suggestions regarding the elaboration Biblical Stories. 


are still fresher our minds than many lesson 

have since learned. Their heroes and heroines continue 
their influence over though years have flown by. The truths 
they taught are yet our possession. The emotions they aroused 
carry over into our present attitudes. 

Children today are different from the children 
were. Stories are their natural soul-food. And we, their 
elders, want make truth real and attractive them, and 
effective their lives, must starve them their stories. 

Teachers religion, too, should know how tell stories. 
They have wealth material the Bible and the lives 
the saints which unsurpassed both appeal and value 
children. Nor need they despise what nature, personal ex- 
perience, everyday happenings, and even fables offer them 
story form. But the teacher religion should know how 
tell these stories. pass out books read them the 
children not getting the most out the narrative method. 
The story that told free from the bondage print; 
more real, more personal, more intimate. One the teach- 
er’s first tasks will the 
selection suitable stories. 
Here few principles may 
help.

Principles Selection 


While the story 
method has universal ap- 
peal, will observed that 
the interests children vary 
different age levels.

tinction clearly drawn, legends have very definite value 
for children. One the authorities has this say about 
them: “With regard the introduction legends con- 
nected with saints into the school curriculum, chief 
plea the element the unusual which they contain and 
appeal sense mysticism and wonder which wise 
antidote the prosaic and commercial tendencies today” 
(Marie Shedlock). 

few further observations about stories the saints 
might made. These, too, will serve the 
selection proper material. Only rarely choose incidents 
that arouse emotions which cannot translated into action. 
not show the saint the finished product virtue, but 
rather his striving and gradual ripening virtue. Avoid 
stories character, especially stories 
exoteric, infant piety and deathbed scenes. Cast aside the 
gruesome tales and horror recitals the poor souls. Our em- 
phasis should rather the familiar, the obtainable, and 
the joyous the lives the saints. St. Philip Neri, the 
Little Flower, and St. John Bosco, for example, can find 
material that not outside the life and experience the 
child. 


Building the Story 


the teacher will find stories that can used 
they stand. But times, there will only the rough ma- 
terial that has shaped for telling. again, the printed 
story may too long too short for practical purposes. 
either case, will helpful know something story 
construction. 

The authorities distinguish three main parts the story: 
introduction, body, and conclusion. The introduction should 
short. should answer three questions: when, where, who, 
The familiar once upon time! long, long ago; 
far away across the ocean; there was giant, etc. still have 
charm with children. The body the story series 
events, moving directly toward climax. Each event should 
distinct picture, made very simple, familiar ele- 
ments. The action should right along, with zigzag 
lines issues, and not too many details. Too many illus- 
trations and questions are often fatal the progress the 
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story. Direct discourse adds life and interest the narrative. 
Immediately after the climax, there generally short con- 
clusion one two sentences. should happy and rest- 
ful, and not devoted moralizing. 

With the above brief outline mind, the teacher can build 
stories and condense expand them, need requires. The 
task most frequently done, will shorten 
elaborate the printed text. 

shorten story means more than merely dropping out 
sentences paragraphs. First, one must analyze the story, 
find the climax, and decide upon the truth conveyed. 
With the climax mind and the truth brought 
eliminate extra personages, secondary threads, and unneeded 
description. Choose only typical incidents. 

Story expansion somewhat more difficult. also the 
more important need storytelling. This applies 
Bible stories. What one needs elaboration vitalizing 
imagination. But this imagination must not granted the 
freedom the poet create things that are not the Bible, 
either expressly implied. The bishops Germany have 
down some principles Bible-story expansion that will prove 
safe guides. The expansion should confined practically 
individual sentences. The insertion entire passages the 
complete remodeling the Biblical account not 
tolerated. Any and every expansion should warranted 
the Holy Scripture itself and its correct exegesis, 
come from the nature the matter itself. The Bishops issue 
special warning against lowering the events sacred history 
the sphere the profane and the commonplace, and 
against any modernizing that would take the story out its 
Biblical setting time, place, and customs, transplant 
into conditions the present day. (Quoted Gatterer, 
Katechetik, ed., pp. 505 and 509.) One our own writers 
storytelling puts this same thought well: can 
more pitiful mistake than tell these matchless narratives 
the vernacular the street” (Cather). 

Putting positively, permissible elaborate vitally 
within the framework the Biblical account, always being 
faithful the content revelation. Fill what contained 
between the lines. Supply details, but only such are war- 
ranted, make the characters live under conditions that will 
familiar the children. yourself into the charac- 
ters’ attitude mind. Visualize their actions. Hear their 
words. However, with this latter point, there one caution. 
Never put words into the mouth Christ, for which the 
Bible gives justification. 

This kind story expansion requires, course, some 
original work. But even this not beyond the average 
teacher. can get help for the task from nature and the 
world round about us; from thinking back our own child- 
hood and from observing the child’s world today; from 
the reading spiritual books, Bible commentaries and cur- 
rent children’s literature; but above all from meditating 
deeply, vitally the Bible text itself. 

One who does not have the time the work this 
original way, can have recourse the story presentations 
recognized catechist. One should not, however, rest content 
with merely memorizing the presentation; but should absorb 
reading through for several days before giving the 
lesson. 


Preparation for Telling 


Many the stories you tell, both from the Bible and from 
the lives the saints, will given more less from the 
prepared stories you find books. What plan will you fol- 
low getting that story ready for telling? First, read over 
slowly obtain bird’s-eye view the whole. Then read 
again, this time analyzing it. Make notes the chief char- 
acter and subsidiaries the scenes, the climax, and 
details that are used for embellishment. This can done 
outline diagram form. The notes you have jotted down 
ought memorized. But there need memorize 
the words the story, except for the words Christ 
some passage from the Bible that expresses doctrine 
some phase that strikingly put. 

The most important part this preparation read and 
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reread the story. Catch its spirit, love it, become thoroughly 
familiar with it. The scenes the story should 
during odd moments the day. The content should sink 
deeply into your soul. Remember that tell real, vivid 
story requires more than good memory and methodical 
ability. Only you appreciate the story, can you move some- 
one else appreciate it. This requires something the 
artist’s attitude; but storytelling after all, art. 

every art, practice makes the master; and storytelling 
offers exception. But draw full benefit from this prac- 
tice, the teacher should make immediate check-up after 
class. Note the points the story that missed the mark; jot 
down improvements thought and style; compile short 
list expressions that indicate the children’s response 
the story; and above all mark the reactions your hearers 
its various incidents. 


Telling the Story 


The technique good storytelling not difficu't. True, 
art, but one the simplest all arts. you love the 
story and are confident that the children will love hear it, 
most the rules will take care themselves. 

Throw yourself wholeheartedly into the story. Gestures 
will come, they are part your natural equipment. The 
voice will rise fall, become rapid slow quite line with 
the mood the story. Facial expression will change 
should, you forget yourself and your audience and think 
only the story. 

There are few artifices, however, that may add the 
effectiveness your delivery. ease; with eyes and body 
animated, but not shiftless. Let your gestures and facial ex- 
pression suggestive rather than illustrative. Make use 
the pause, for one the most effective means giving 
emphasis, creating suspense, and holding attention. Re- 
garding the voice, let its tone joyous, fresh, and natural. 


After the Story 


final word might said about the children’s use the 
story immediately after its telling. One the authorities, 
Marie Shedlock, favors the Montessori period silence after 
the story fix its impression. Other writers the subject 
would rather have the children express their reactions the 
story. They list several forms expression: dramatization, 
either pantomine oral; drawing, coloring, paper cutting, 
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clay modeling; retelling the story, with without the help 
the teacher and pictures. 

The nature the story will often decide which procedure 
follow. The devotional type best served the period 
silence; the illustrative type, one the other form 
expression. 

Whether the teacher gets the children’s reaction the 
stories directly not, there should concern about their 
importance religious training and education. “Tell 
story; Tell another! Tell that story again!” are cries 
that hear wherever there are children. Stories are the 
child’s approach truth.

Current Events the Elementary Grades 


and the School 


Sister St. Francis 


Editor’s Note. We are pleased to publish this paper on current events 
and commend what the Sister says the symposium method, and the 
kind of topics she uses in connection with that method. 


URING the past two decades the curriculum the 
elementary school well that the high school 

has been completely reorganized. Because the failure 
the school train the child properly for right living, new 
movement Education was forwarded, destined make 
the school curriculum more practical. That movement has in- 
stalled our schools physical education, manual training, 
domestic science, civics, and commercial subjects. With this 
change the curriculum has also come the realization 
the importance current events. Current events trains for 
citizenship. 

The following article purposes three things: First, 
briefly summarize the value teaching current events; 
second, point out possible methods procedure; third, 
illustrate the symposium method with sample lesson. 


Why Current Events 


Why should teach current events the elementary 
school well the high school? Our pupils are be- 
come intelligent voters; therefore, they must conversant 
with the great public issues today. They must trained 
face the problems our nation and those other coun- 
tries with clear vision and unprejudiced mind, take 
active interest civic and political affairs, learn how 
live and work together harmoniously contributing 
the solution common problems. 

evident that through the teaching current events, 
say from grade three the elementary school graduation 
from high school, will not succeed sending forth into 
life young people ready understand and cure evils 
our present highly complicated state society. National, 
international, economic, social, political, and religious interests 
are exceedingly complex, complex that they probably for- 
ever will create problems conflict too difficult so'ved 
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the average human mind. Yet, equally true that train- 
ing for citizenship through the teaching current events 
highly beneficial. 

How our pupils rate the value studying current 
events? Here are some the replies given large num- 
ber pupils elementary schools and students high 
schools inquiry the writer regarding their opinion 
current events: 

“It gives everybody the class chance talk 
thinks problems today.”

students and teachers alike rate the value current 
events highly, remains for provide for systematic 
study contemporary problems. Let some current- 
events work connection with all history classes. have 
been doing for years with results gratifying that would 
not without any more. has created the habit 
examining with scrutiny the best magazines, periodicals, 
and newspapers. just could not break myself that habit. 
For teachers and pupils who read widely, the problem 
determining the important topics life becomes easy 
one solve. 


Methods Current Events 


Since many topics cannot adequately discussed few 
minutes, necessary provide the program definite 
time for the study current events. some our ele- 
mentary schools devote two periods week this work. 
Students are always eager for these periods arrive, and 
because variety methods procedure the interest 
never slackens. 

How should current-events work presented? much 
has been written about this point that confine myself 
brief summary possible methods procedure. 

The Committee Method. Have the class divided into 
many committees there are issues discussed. one 
our current-events classes have the following standing 
committees:

Committee Capital and Labor 

Committee Science and Inventions

For the purpose developing various interests, well 
change the committees from time time. 

The Informal Method. Each pupil held responsible 
for some contribution the lesson. reads what pleases 
and talks about what interests him most. This type method 
lends itself very readily procedure according parlia- 
mentary law. 
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The Historical Method. national, interna- 
tional topic studied the whole class for several weeks 
after which time one two periods are devoted discus- 
sion. 

The Textbook Method. The content the current- 
events lesson based upon periodical; The Young 
Catholic Messenger. All pupils are held responsible for the 
material. This method may varied the use devices 
which generally add zest and interest the study history 
reading. 

The Report-on-Assigned-Topics Method. This may 
used very appropriately when current events are taught 
connection with the history lesson. each topic assigned 
the proper student prepares two-minute report which 
effort made point out the special significance the 
figure event studied. 

Class Debates. occasional formal debate class 
some question current interest may made both instruc- 
tive and entertaining. Judges should secured from outside 
the class, possible. 

The Symposium Method. This method arouses the stu- 
dents’ desire conquer through their ideas. The third pur- 
pose this article tell briefly about the essentials 
the Symposium Method and illustrate with sample 
lesson. 


The Symposium Method 


The word symposium Greek origin signifies 
“drinking know the Greeks extolled intel- 
lectually, and the time their symposiums they engaged 
weighty conversation, centering about some topic im- 
portance. This was done for the sake establishing the truth 
about vital issues the state universe. Many time 
experienced classroom, when debating about certain 
question, that students disregard the truth minor details. 
They want outdo the other side; they must hold the in- 
terest the audience; they are asked deliver their talks 
specified time. These and other factors make students 
lose sight the essence the point debated. For the rea- 
sons just mentioned and because the discriminate inter- 
pretation called for current events, the writer does not 
believe having many debates the latter; but favors fre- 
quent symposiums. The preparation for symposium not 
difficult matter. 

the democratic Greeks selected symposiarch master 
direct the feast, too the students are allowed select 
chairman preside over the meeting. The issues 
talked about grow naturally from the discussion previous 
lessons current events. Some the topics studied 
the symposium method are:

The churches, especially the 
Catholic Church, have taken brave ‘stand, denouncing 
Hitler’s interference with religious liberty. seems 
because countless humiliations the part other nations 
that intellectual Germany accepted Adolf Hitler, 
the man who suffered and bled for its cause and who cham- 
pions revision the unhappy treaty Versailles. 

The students presented Benito Mussolini with great en- 
thusiasm the outstanding personality today’s politics. 
They depicted him fascist but not fascist the 
Hitler type.

Mussolini’s political power 
supreme; not responsible the Italian Parliament.

vigor all Communistic propaganda. has stabilized the lira 
and now intends restore Rome the architectural 
splendor the days Caesar and acquire more colonial 
territory for the surplus population Italy. Benito Mus- 
solini shows active interest youth and his development. 
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All institutions learning are urged lay the physical, in- 
tellectual, and moral foundations much needed society. 
promotes rivalry between independent and state schools, 
thus raising the cultural level all educational institutions. 

Frances Perkins, our Secretary Labor, was praised 
outstanding leader social welfare. Educational and social 
achievements fitted her well for the post she now occupies. 
She was graduated from Mt. Holyoke College, studied the 
University Pennsylvania, and received the degree M.A. 
from Columbia 1910. Miss Perkins, her capacity 
Secretary Labor, has won the confidence the laborers 
well that the employers. Her firm determination, her 
untiring efforts behalf the labor class, her patience and 
tact dealing with opposition, have merited for her the title 
outstanding personality this time depression.

REV. HUGH BLUNT 


Editor’s Note. We are particularly pleased to publish this article on 
Father Blunt, because of Father Blunt’s great service in his own right 
and to the “writing apostolate,” and, more particularly because we 
should like to see religious poetry have a more prominent place in our 
religious instruction. These brief biographies which this the first, 
will, we are sure, interest our readers in the work of the writers whose 
life is briefly told. We hope these shall be accepted as “roses to the 
living.” 


HILE there are many who will subscribe this 

sentiment, too often the case that eloquent 

tributes are paid the dead, who, while engaged 
the work which brought forth these tributes, received scant 
encouragement from those who might have made that work 
easier appreciative word. the other hand, the 
case writers, for instance, many readers greatly enjoy 
their productions that they long know about their per- 
sonality, mode life, etc. 

the hope gratifying natural desire that this 
brief sketch here given one who has won many laurels 
the difficult field Catholic letters, who, thank God, 
seems certain keep his splendid record for many years 
come. 

would difficult find busier man than Rev. Hugh 
Blunt, LL.D., whose name appears constantly the 
pages our best magazines, that few could realize that writ- 
ing only one his many activities. 

Father Blunt was born Medway, Mass., January 21, 
1877, and boy attended the fine, simple schools this 
beautiful town hill and field and river—a fit place for 
laying the foundation future poet’s education. His father, 
Patrick was born Ireland and came this country 
boy. served all through the Civil War sergeant 
the old “Irish Ninth.” This was the inspiration for Father 
Blunt’s thrilling poem: 


THE FIGHTING NINTH 


Columbia, ’tis not boast cry 
the sons have given thee; 

What else would Irishman but die 
For the noble land the free? 


But, dear, thou’rt kissing their glorious scars, 
lay them peace serene, 

When folding their bones the stripes and stars, 
Just put bit the green. 


Father Blunt’s mother, Ann Mahon, also born Ireland 
was little indomitable woman who, after the death her 
husband, worked hard bring her four sons, and finally 
was blessed with the greatest glory for any Irish mother, the 
privilege seeing son offer the Holy Sacrifice. She lived 
enjoy her children and grandchildren for many years, 
dying the age 84. She was the inspiration for Father 
Blunt’s poems about “The Irish Mothers.” 

1891 Hugh was sent Boston College, but found the 
long journey miles back and forth every day too great 
strain. the spring 1892 nearly died pneumonia, 
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Rev. Hugh Blunt, LL.D. 


and his father dying the same year, was decided send 
the boy boarding school. Accordingly, the fall that 
year went St. Laurent College, conducted the Con- 
gregation the Holy Cross, near Montreal, Canada. Father 
Blunt attributes his love books and writing the teachers 
this college, where there was the literary atmos- 
phere. From there went St. John’s Seminary Brighton 
the fall 1896. Here spent years hard study, re- 
ceiving fine mental and, above all, spiritual training, but 
finding little opportunity for literature such. One his 
classmates was the South Boston boy now known far and 
wide Father Gillis, editorial and radio fame. the 
20th December, 1901, Father Blunt was ordained Holy 
Cross Cathedral Archbishop Williams. 

Even the seminary Father Blunt had devoted his spare 
moments poetry, and had published his first poem, “Love,” 
Donahoe’s Magazine, then under the editorship Mary 
O’Sullivan, who did much for many years encourage 
young Catholic writers. This was the beginning Father 
Blunt’s association with Donahoe’s Magazine, for which 
continued for many years write essays and short stories, 
till ceased exist. 

Father Blunt’s first appointment was Stoneham, where 
remained three months. was then sent St. Peter’s, 
Dorchester. There, amidst heavy parish duties, began his 
real literary career, encouraged chiefly Miss O’Sullivan and 
Miss Susan Emery, who was then working the Sacred 
Heart Review, and who induced the young priest write 
many poems for her magazine. She also brought him touch 
with Father Matthew Russell The Monthly. Father 
Blunt wrote much for this magazine, and some his dearest 
treasures today are helpful letters from Father Russell. 
began contributing many other Catholic magazines and 
papers, especially The Magnificat, under Sister Ignatia. Near-

thirty years ago wrote for the first number this maga- 
zine, and still writing for it. 

Meanwhile was doing the book review for The Pilot, 
which continued for several years; wrote serial 
for The Pilot, “Through the Fires,” and three serials for The 
Sunday Boy called Teddy,” “The Boys 
the Great Horn,” and “Fred Carmody.” 1911 published 
his first book, Poems, containing such favorites “The Old 
Woman’s Rosary,” “The Passing the Old Guard,” and “An 
Irish Blessing.”

1912 appeared his second book, Songs for Sinners. the 
fall 1914 was made pastor the church South 
Braintree. continued his work The Pilot and his con- 
tributions many magazines, publishing Fred Carmody that 
year. Next was made pastor the Sacred Heart Church 
East Cambridge, succeeding Monsignor O’Brien, the 
famous editor The Sacred Heart Review, and taking 
the editorship the Review. 1917 published Great 
Wives and Mothers, sketches noted Catholic women, and 
1918, poem, “Christmas Dream Friar Celeste.” 1919 
won the Marian Poetry Prize, sponsored The Queen’s 
Work, with the poem “After Christmas.” 1920 came The 
Dividers, collection short stories, and the same year 
was awarded the degree LL.D. the University Notre 
Dame for his service Catholic letters. Then came: Own 
People (Poems, 1921), Great Penitents (1922), Book the 
Mother God (Poems, 1925), Spiritual Songs (1925), 
Homely Spirituals (1926), Great Magdalens (1927).

NFILTRATION water into building frequently 
one the most troublesome problems the adminis- 

trator. The solution cannot found applying the 
first “guaranteed” method, material, process that comes 
hand. Water appearing the inside structure pre- 
sents individual problem that must carefully studied 
with view determining, first, the source the infiltra- 
tion, second, defects structural materials, and third, faulty 
methods construction. And the end, two experts, 
perhaps, will agree either the cause the remedy. 

Water may appear the inside structure either be- 
cause the offending wall, usually erected with faulty materials 
and methods, stands the face driving rains, because 
the subsurface wall foundation line with constant 
flow water that finds its way through times even the 
best materials and workmanship. Occasionally, water con- 
densation, due radical differences temperature, damages 
interior walls and finishes. 

the administrator troubled with damp basement, 
advisable, before any steps are taken apply remedy, 
determine the source and nature the infiltrating water. 
the source under constant pressure, when structure 
built parallel stream other body water, with its 
foundations wholly partly below the water level, time, 
money, and effort should not wasted applying any 
the numerous waterproofing oils, paints, other spray 
brush materials. Water under pressure can prevented from 
seeping through wall only surfacing the foundation wall, 
(on the inside the building situ, the outside un- 
der construction) with either waterproof grouting ironite. 
The latter colloidal iron composition that has success- 
ful past record, over considerable period time, that 
there should little hesitation using it, there 
recommending it. Ironite quite expensive but should 
given careful consideration has been clearly and definite- 
established that the offending water under constant 
pressure. 

Surface water not necessarily considered source

gradually subsides, reasonably safe assume that sur- 
face water has been filtered through the foundation. the 
diagnosis has been correct and this will shortly appar- 
ent the wall can treated with any the less ex- 
pensive but proved waterproof oils, paints, materials; one 
these, with highly significant record success, com- 
posed, basically, Chinese tung nut oil. can sprayed 
the wall remarkably low cost and, the light con- 
siderable experience, justifies little hope solution for 
this vexing problem. 

All authorities are agreed that one the greatest sources 
trouble the modern brick stone structure both the 
materials and the workmanship; much the former 
porous make sponge for driving rains well 
for the necessary moisture the plaster the time con- 
struction. for the workmanship, there almost universal 
complaint our contemporary building mechanics and their 
faulty setting brick, tile, and stone. Carefully drawn speci- 
fications and even lynx-eyed inspectors are obvious though not 
always successful recommendations. 


Some experts place much faith the proper use 
furring, according very definite specifications, that will 
provide uniform 2-inch dead-air space. claimed for this 
construction that impossible for any moisture the ex- 
terior wall reach the plaster. administrator with bui'd- 
ing project his hands can afford not investigate carefully 
the claims reputable manufacturers equipment that will 
insure the incorporation dead-air space the walls his 
structure. Theoretically such construction impregnable: 
actual practice, poor workmanship unusual weather condi- 
tions may set naught the finest theory. 

brick stone wall existing building permitting 
water filter through the inside damage plaster and 
finish, repointing all mortar joints may partial 
complete remedy. Mortar joints poorly laid defective ma- 
terials and mixtures may the sole cause infiltration. Also 
brick and stone courses not properly wetted down laid may 
have sucked the water from the mortar bond and through the 
resulting cracks the water from driving rains now appears 
the consternation the administrator. either event, the 
remedy plain. 

But if, because combination defects and errors 
structural methods and materials, infiltration persists after 
repointing mortar joints, repairing flashing, etc., then 
recourse must had waterproofing that can easily 
applied reasonable cost. Among the numerous sprays 
the market, the administrator must steer wary course and 
choose only after has had the benefit advice, the trust- 
worthiness which such that justifies his implicit faith 
and confidence. For the pitfalls are numerous; and what 
worse, the experts disagree polarically, decidedly, and, 
times, heatedly. Nevertheless, each community, undoubted- 
ly, there exists building that the best possible proof 
either the success failure given material method. 
should noted, however, that-some the newer water- 
proofing materials can present good record for the few 
years application; the end point obviously matter 
conjecture. Still, some the less expensive materials could 
applied intervals ten even five years un- 
reasonably exorbitant maintenance cost. Some these ma- 
terials, with oil base, are colorless and anything add 
the final appearance the wall. 

Efflorescence brick walls (the appearance saltpeter 
the outside surface) due the chemical action 
absorbed moisture with elements the brick. Such disfigur- 
ation can removed and prevented, experience can re- 
lied upon, coating the wall with waterproofing spray 
manner similar that described above for sealing against 
infiltration. 

one solution, method, material can categorically 
referred remedy for this extremely irritating and all- 
too-frequent administrative problem. Each case water jn- 
filtration wall foundation must carefully studied and 
the light the revealed and specific facts, the solution 
must attempted. But even after the cause and nature the 
infiltration are disclosed, the choice proper and adequate 
remedy still another and difficult problem. Reasonable 
assurance success can given, however, the suggestions 
down here are followed.

Given the situation above indicated, seems wiser turn 
out pupils who can write legible hand than try pro- 
duce this late date hewers beautiful ovals and drawers 
all letters, surely the latter course will pursued. this article 
not belittling the value any system per se, but claim 
that proper formation should take precedence over free movement, 
choice has made. The following suggestions when carried 
out have produced excellent results: 

Secure specimen sheets pupils’ handwriting September, 
having allowed about two weeks elapse enable them 
get back the norm their writing June. Have pupils write 
their regular heading, all capital and small letters, Arabic num- 
bers, and selection about five lines. Scrutinize these papers 
with the objective taking cross section the most glaring 
errors formation.

Practical 
for First-Year Latin 
Sister Marie Antoinette, Ph.D. 


The reaction several tendencies the teaching beginning 
Latin has recent years considerably modified the status 
Latin our colleges well our secondary schools. Among 
these newer tendencies are more attractive and more in- 
teresting arrangement material, greater variety material 
illustrate the rules syntax simplified form, some re- 
duction the amount Latin actually studied, 
the use the so-called functional method preference the 
old-time formal method. result these tendencies the 
first-year Latin textbooks are twice large the 
Latin textbocks fifteen twerty years ago. While 
generally accepted that these first-year are designed 
bring about more effective learning Latin the part 
the student —and they certainly the hands the skilled 
teacher nevertheless, they likewise call for more effective teach- 
ing the part teacher. The essentials are simplified 
and extensively illustrated with attractive exercises and abun- 
dant supplementary scmetimes obscure what 
really fundamental. These 
present enjoyable course but one which, the present status 
Latin both colleges and secondary schools clearly indicates, 
has not measured giving the foundation necessary 
the student carry the work beyond 
Every attention, would seem, has been given making the 
subject matter interesting, fascinating, easy, and 
what not, with the result the last analysis that the student 
goes through the ccurse much Latin and little 
Latin.

Now let back the students who present two units 
Latin for college entrance, since these represent the larger num- 
ber. When these students are informed that there Latin group 
requirement fulfilled for the bachelor arts degree, they 
are disappointed. They declare that they liked Latin high 
school, that was interesting, that they made their best grades 
it, but that they have never thought something 
continued college. Obviously, they have not conceived 
vital their education. What wrong with our high-school 
Latin courses? They fail create lasting interest and 
result Latin not given its place education. 

the opinion the present writer that the modern trends 
the teaching beginning Latin and high-school Latin 
general are large measure responsible for this situation. The 
essentials Latin presented our first-year books today 
have proved inadequate give the foundation necessary in- 
sure continued interest and progress the learning the 
ancient language. Furthermore, the second-year course 
longer good classical reading course based Caesar’s Gallic 
Wars uniquely illustrating the important syntactical rules 
now resolved itself additional simpli- 
fied readings like those the first-year course with further 
attempt teach the essentials, which the last analysis fails 
create and stimulate love for the After these two 
years the student’s spent his Latin career too 
frequently ends here.

The task devolves itself upen the Latin teacher especially the 
teacher first-year Latin. She must adjust her methods the 
new scheme. view these first-year books she must 
alert eliminate the unnecessary and stress the essential. She 
must inspire, interest, and encourage. 

The teacher should the very outset the course, view her 
subject matter whole ard outline form. readily divides 
itself into three distinct units, each which must equally 
stressed throughout the course. These units are vocabulary, forms, 
and syntax. amount knowledge about the language 
so-called cultural and historical background can substitute for 
the mastery these units. Too, every experienced teacher 
aware the desirability, even the necessity constant drill. 
the aim this article give some practical suggestions 
for the teaching first-year Latin stress the fundamen- 
tal units vocabulary, forms and syntax accord with the 
later tendencies its teaching. 


Vocabulary 


The immediate the study Latin according 
the newer tendencies briefly stated the acquisition the ability 
read and understand Latin. With this objective view 
readily seen that all emphasis stress the teaching vo- 
cabulary must eventually lead what may termed work- 
ing krowledge vocabulary. This differs essentially from 
the old fermal method which placed all stress the student’s 
ability memorize.

facilitate intelligent study the words. many instances 
English derivatives are indicated which immediately suggest 
this new methed association. the lessen assignment 
the teacher will tactfully saying, the vecabulary,” 
for such reference immediately characterizes the minds 
the students formidable barrier whereas indisnensable 
aid. The vecabulary can used irtelligently ard advantage 
before being actually memorized. The repeated use 
tion the words the reading exercises will accomplish 
adequate learning these werds without further attention. The 
teacher can simply instruct her students that that part the 
marked vocabulary storehouse tools with which 
thev are work. They are refer the reed arises. 
The students are immediately introduced the reading exercises 
ard here with the first lesson begins the work vecabulary 
study previous memorizing lists meaningless words. 
Words mear nothing outside context, therefore they must 
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learned context. This gives significance the meaning 
the word. quite generally accepted that the impression thus 
made more lasting and more practical its results than one 
made stressing memory work lists isolated and hence 
meaningless words before meeting them reading material. 

Various ways and means will present themselves every les- 
son whereby the teacher can stress association. prime im- 
portance training associate the Latin word with its English 
derivatives. Later the student will led apply the reverse 
this method determining the meaning unfamiliar English 
from his knowledge Latin. Whenever possible the teach- 
will welcome the meaning Latin word suggested its 
English derivative. This appeals the student and causes him 
realize the relative well the intrinsic value his Latin 
study. The student’s progress thus acquiring working vo- 
cabulary for reading purposes especially noted when 
interesting reading material assigned. 

Arcther device this methed association which the teach- 
can adopt with profit that introducing new Latin word 
with related familiar Latin word. This proves 
encouraging well interesting. The student realizes 
that from one Latin word thoroughly mastered has access 
large group related words. The teacher will well 
stress these related word groups families. One example will 
suffice illustrate. The student meets the verb duco. The best 
way learn its meaning obviously from its resemblance 
the English duct. the mastery this word the 
student has access its numerous compounds educo, reduco, 
adduco, conduco, induco, etc. Even apart from the large groups 
compounds, almost every Latin word related other words 
either through the use prefixes and suffixes composition 
with other words. This valuable aid the acquisition vo- 
cabulary would invariably escape the notice the student who 
relies entirely memory for the acquisition Latin vocabulary. 

The resourceful teacher will find many opportunities for drill 
keeping with this method teaching vocabulary. Students can 
given lists unfamiliar Latin words define ac- 
cording their component elements.

Every 
regular verb has three present, perfect, 
Each stem used the formation certain tense inflections 
through the use definite formulas. Thus, the present stem plus 
the personal endings gives the present tense; the perfect stem 
plus the characteristic personal endings gives the perfect tense; 
the participial stem plus the endings us, um, plus esse gives 
the perfect infinitive, etc. Besides reducing memory work 
minimum, these formulas and mechanical devices inflection 
have the further advantage emphasizing the accuracy and 
precision underlying the inflectional systems the Latin language. 

Finally, view the large number forms eventually 
learned for efficient mastery the essentials Latin, 
evident that working knowledge these formulas and de- 
vices should included one the important aims the 
first-year course. 


Syntax 


The principles syntax are introduced the same 
method vocabulary and forms. Besides vocabulary and 
paradigm indicating inflection each lesson the first-year book 
contains rule syntax.

Induce teaching orders establish courses lip-reading 
for their own deafened members.

children.

schools for the deaf, with special schools for boys over ten.
